Madame MiolanrCarvalho has returned to 
the Theatre-Lyrique, and has reappeared in 
the Romeo el Juliette of M. Gounod in her 
so-called great part of the Veronese maiden. 
Her reception was enthusiastic in, the, ex- 
treme. How she has obtained the reputa- 
tion she now enjoys I am at a loss to guess. 
Taking things as they appear, no other con- 
clusion can be arrived at than that she is 
the greatest favorite on the' Parisian s^age, 
operatic, or non-operatic. The audiences, go 
into ecstacies when she sings or plays; the 
universal press of the metropolis showers 
panegyrics on her every time they have to 
speak of her; and grave periodicals bow; down 
their heads to her goddess-ship. In t]ie last 
number of the Revue du Dix-Neuvieme Siecle 
appears a portrait of the popular syren, .ac- 
companied, or rather illustrated by the fol- 
lowing sonnet:

M. Carvalho has discovered a new tenor, 
M. Massy, of provincial repute. He -made 
his debnt in Borneo, but with no great effect. 
It is possible he may do in second-rate parts. 
Mile. Christine Nilsson appears occasionally, 
and has many admirers — all indeed who have 
ears for a sympathetic voice and who prize 
really good singing. But in reality the -fair 
Swede has no chance at the Theatre-Lyrique 
with the fair cosmopolitan, and the sooner 
she goes to the Grand Opera the betterr for 
herself in particular, and art in general. : \ 

Signor Mongini made his seeoufd-appear- 
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ance at the Italiens in the Trovatore, and 
sang znagnincentlyw I heard him with sin- 
cere pleasure, and thought to myself he must 
surely now make a great hit, even though 
the audience was sufficiently cold. Of the 
second performance of the " grand- voiced 
tenor " the press was silent almost to a man, 
and the few who noticed the Italian Opera 
directed their attention to Madame Krauss 
and Mdlle. Grossi, though neither is in real- 
ity above mediocrity. Rossini's Otello, I 
hear, is to be the opera in which Signor 
Mongini will next appear, and he will have 
the good fortune to be associated with Mdlle. 
Adehna Patti, as Desdemona. Of Mdlle. 
Patti's Desdemona I entertain the vory great- 
est hope and confidently expect it will prove 
one of the greatest triumphs — if not the great- 
est — which she has yet achieved. 

That once popular and now almost forgot- 
ten opera of Monsigny, Le Deserteur, has 
been revived at the Theetre des Fantasies- 
Parisiennes with marked success. I have 
not been to hear it yet, but shall endeavor to 
find time and send you an account. 

I have been to several of the theatres since 
my arrival, and find them all, with perhaps 
the exception of the Italiens, but poorly at- 
tended. And yet the common cry of the 
J'ournals, in every instance, is "crowded 
louses, " v< * maximum receipts, " * * many turn- 
ed away from the doors," and "perfect 
performances.' * All this, I need not tell 
you, is pure invention without a shadow of 
foundation in truth. In fact, there is no real 
attraction anywhere — certainly no tiling in 
the shape of novelty. " Les receties de V Ope- 
ra atteigment le maximum a chaque represen- 
tation, 11 exclaims, or rather reiterates, one 
critic ; and what are the representations ? 
Don Carlos, Don Juan, UAfricaine, Le Trou- 
vere, Verdi's and Meyerbeer's latest operas 
alone making any real sensation. M. Morere 
has been lauded to the skies in the part of 
Manrico at the Grand Opera, while Signor 
Mongini is snubbed in the same character at 
the Italiens. If the Parisian press were a 
source of reliable information the managers 
of the London Opera-houses would be tempt- 
ed to change their tenors for the bright par- 
ticular stars of the Opera or Theatre-Ly- 
rique ; Mr. Gye would sigh to barter Mario 
for M. Michet or M. Warot, and Mr. Maple- 
•on be anxious to sacrifice Mongini for M. 
Morere, or M. Massy. — Miss Laura Harris 
will, I hear, perform, at the Italiens, Marta 
in.M. Flotow's opera, with Signor Mongini 
as Lionel. From another source of informa- 
tion, I learn that Mdlle. Patti will play the 
character. It may be that Martha will be 
produced to allow Mdlle. Patti some necessa- 
1/ repose. 

Ambroise Thomas's new opera, Hamlet, has 
been put in rehearsal at the Grand Opera, 
and will be performed at the end of this year. 
Mile. Nilsson, who is to play Ophelia, has 
first to "create" apart in M. Jules Cohen's 
operetta, founded on Scott's Fair Maid of 
Perth, at the Theatre-Lyrique. Immediate- 
ly after the production of Hamlet at the Opera, 
a new work by M. Gounod, on the story of 
Francesco di Rimini, will be put in rehearsal. 
The chief part, I understand, has been writ- 
ten for M. Obin. The first act represents 
the "Infernal Regions," when Dante and 
Virgil arrive and discover Francesco di Ri- 
mini, whose career is to be exhibited through- 
out the piece. The last act takes place in 
the " Elysian Fields." M. Gounod is deter- 
mined to take the Parisian world by storm 
this time.
